I found  the  stuff  I was  talking  about-  it's  from  1998,  but  it  might  not  be  exactly  what 
you  are  looking  for.  I did  a fairly  in-depth  geologic  report  from  Silverton  to  Elk  Park 
looking  for  potential  groundwater  structural  geologic  pathways  and  other 
mineralized/mining  influenced  areas  to  the  Animas  Canyon  etc.  But  I thought  you 
said  your  area  of  interest  was  below  Elk  Park  on  Needle  Creek?...  and  If  so  I didn't 
go  that  far  with  the  detail,  just  a quick  walk-through  recon.  My  notes  do  not  indicate 
anything  striking  about  the  needle  creek  drainage  as  far  as  metals  sources  or 
mining  impacts  in  that  area. 

I do  have  a paper  copy  of  the  structural  geology  report  to  Elk  park  I can  scan  and 
send  to  you  if  you  still  want  it.
